In response to the Examiner's inquiry regarding whether Dr. Huang is a co- 
inventor, applicant attaches a signed statement of Dr. Huang, explaining his role in the 
publication and expressly disclaiming inventorship. 

Claim Rejection under 35 USC §112, second paragraph 

All of the claims stand rejected as being incomplete for omitting essential steps. 
Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection, but has amended claim 1 to recite that the 
die is completely shrunk as a result of heating. The step of placing the die in the vacuum 
has been moved for clarity. The remaining claims depend from claim 1 and are therefore 
allowable for at least the same reasons as claim 1. Applicant therefore respectfully 
requests that this rejection be withdrawn. 

No new matter has been added by this amendment. Favorable consideration and 
allowance of this application are requested.
